Water, Sewer Rates Increas 


Andover residents, still in the 
process of adjusting to this 
year’s tax increase, are now 
faced with hike in water and 
sewer rates. 

Both will be retroactive to 
January 1 and for a family with 
typical consumption of 7,000 
gallons of water every six 
months, that will mean an in- 
crease of about $20 a year for 
water alone, 

Only families connected to 
town sewerage will pick up the 
sewer tab, which will show an 
increase of approximately $14 a 
year. 

The selectmen Monday night 
voted to increase the sewer 
charge from $.30 to $.40 per 
hundred cubic feet of water in 
an effort to ‘‘catch up”’ with the 
rising cost of operating and 
maintaining the town’s sewer 
division, as well as the town’s 
assessment as a member of the 
Greater Lawrence Sanitary 
District. 

The town has been falling 
more than $100,000 short of its 
policy of meeting both of those 
costs through billings to water 
customers on town sewerage. 
The total cost is approximately 
$410.00, whereas users have 
only been assessed about $300,- 
000 a year. 

Selectman Richard J. Bowen 
called the move ‘‘amply 
justified, as disastrous as it 
may be.”’

Officials of the Crowninshield 
Corp., which plans renovation 
of Sacred Heart school building 
into apartments were in the 
Process of evaluating their 
planning this week, following 
the granting of a variance for 
the proposed work by the zoning 
board of appeals.

Face Brighter Hue 


Andover residents who don’t 
want their street lights four 
times brighter and bluer may 
speak up now — or they could 
forever be under the nighttime 
spell of 4,000-lumen mercury 
vapor lamps. 

The Selectmen Monday night 
postponed a decision on 
whether to convert present in- 
candescent street lights to mer- 
cury vapor ones as the 
Massachusetts Electric Co. has 
proposed, after the discussion 
turned from costs to aesthetics. 

If the town does not go along 
with the conversion program, 
the electric utility will increase 
the cost of maintaining the 
1,000-lumen incandescents by 
$7332 a year, and it won’t instail 
new ones. 

The cost of converting would 
cost the town $16,122 per year, 
with the $7,000 difference itself 


budget. 

Selectman Susan T. Poore, 
however, said it was difficult to 
reconcile an increase in cost 
with a loss of ‘‘quality of life’ 
and ‘‘residential quality,”’ and 
Philip J. Salamone, in a citizen 
role before his election to the 
board, asked what if some 
Streets didn’t want the new 
mercury vapor lights for 
aesthetic reasons.

Town Manager J. 
Austin has called “absolutely 


Maynard 


absurd’’ a report in last 
Wednesday’s Boston Globe that 
Andover would face a severe 
water shortage by 1990. 

The article claimed that at 
least 135 of the state’s 351 cities 
would face a serious shortage, 
and named Andover among 
those most in biggest trouble, 
along with Amherst, 
Barnstable, Bedford, Boston, 
Framingham, Leominster, 
Tewksbury, Waltham and West- 
field.

reviewed more closely by us. 

Miss Harris said the company 
would be working with 
architects and others this week 
to determine what type of a 
timetable could be developed. 

Additional negotiation is also 
in the works with the Brothers 
regarding the final purchase 
agreement, she said. 

But, the total project is still 
‘““Go’’ as far as Crowninshield is 
eonearned, just a matter of 
“needing time now to sort 
things out,’’ the vice president 
said. 

While the decision has been 
solme time in coming, (early 
February to Monday of this 
week) the board of appeals 
route still gives Crowninshield 
a better time frame to carry 
out its planning and construc- 
tion. 

Originally the town had 
desired to put the matter 
through town meeting action 
and have a new zoning 
classification for the proposed 
apartment development. 

But, Crowninshield would not 
have been able to move on any 
financing or final planning until 
sometime late in October, due 
to statutory waiting periods 
following voter action, attorney 
general approval and a waiting 
period. 

Now, with the board of 
appeals approval, formal plan- 
ning and seeking of funding can 
take place much sooner. 

Crowninshield plans to con- 
vert the school building, the 
former administrative offices 
of the American Woolen com- 
pany, into apartment units. The 
project is similar to work the 
firm has done in Peabody in 
converting a former tannery 
into apartments. 

As part of the package, put 
together through the efforts of 
the Industrial Development 
Commission, the town was to 
obtain the playfields for recrea- 
tion and open space. Also to be 
acquired is the bowling green 
area in front of the building. 

In the decision filed Monday, 
Crowninshield will be allowed 
to develop 87 apartment units, 
with not more than 22 to be two 
bedroom units. 

The board stated that its ap- 
proval was based on such con- 
siderations the area having a 
blend of multi-family, in- 
dustrial and business structures 
in the area and that the plan, 
with the fields to remain open, 
would not adversely affect the 
density factor in the area. 

Other restrictions contained 
in the decision by Chairman 
Albert Cullen, Robert 
Domingue and Jane Griswold, 
included no structural exterior 
changes, parking lots to provide 
125 spaces and be screened. 

The variance is to be ter- 
minated if Crowninshield or a 
partnership involving the firm, 
Philip S. Singleton and 
Lawrence B. Collier is not the 
owner of the property by Dec. 


31, 1977. A certificate of oc-- 


cupancy must be obtained, or 
work completed by April 1, 
1979. 

It has been over a year since 
the initial announcement of the 
Crowninshield proposal to the 
town. 

When the Sacred Heart 
Brothers announced their intent 
to close the school, the town 
began efforts to work with the 
religious order to find a mutual- 
ly acceptable plan to dispose of 
the property. 

Working with the town has 
been the Friends of Shawsheen, 
a neighborhood organization 
designed to protect the 
character of the village in the 
sale of the property. 

The industrial development 
commission headed by Chair- 
man Lawrence Speigel was able 
to put together the package 
with Crowninshield as the prin- 
cipal. The development firm 
was intent on obtaining only the 
building for its purposes, with 
some additional land negotiated 
to accommodate the needed 
parking facilities.

$80,000 for operation and 
maintenance of the town’s 


system and $25,000 toward the 

Sanitary District. 

‘‘There’s so much catching up 
to be done, he said, ‘it’s sim- 
ple justice.” 

In 1975, he said, when the 
policy was established to assess 
users for all costs connected 
with sewage, he said the 30-cent 
charge was based on all the in- 
formation available at the time. 
However, he said, more infor- 
mation is available now which 
backs up the hike to 40 cents. 

Chairman Susan Poore said 
that as long as the town is work- 
ing under the existing policy, 
the selectmen are driven by the 
need to be fiscally responsible 
to the taxpayers. At least for 
the time being, she said, ‘‘we’re 
using this increase as the 
mechanism.”’ 

Reading a prepared state- 
ment on water rate revisions, 
Mrs. Poore said that the last 
‘significant’? change occurred 
in August, 1971. Since then, the 
Water Department budget has 
increased enormously, primari- 
ly because of the cost of elec- 
tricity and chemicals. In fact, 
costs are rising about $15,000 a 
month. 

The water rates have been 
generating less than 60 percent 
of the costs, whereas policy ob- 
jective is for 70 percent of total 
expenditures. The balance is 
provided by taxation, for the 
purpose of fire protection. 

The water hikes will be 
reflected in all billings on or 
after July 1. While the state- 
ment said the selectmen, acting 
as the Board of Water Com- 
missioners, would like to have 
given full notice in advance, 
they said they felt the 
“emergency situation’ merited 
a retroactive action.

Another Hurdle Crossed 


The board of appeals this week granted a variance to 
the Crowninshield Corp. for conversion of the Sacred 
Heart School building to apartment use, thus removing 
another hurdle in the path of the development of the 
total Shawsheen package. 

It is anticipated that with the variance, the 
developers may now proceed with the funding activity 
and the construction work necessary to create the 
apartment complex in Shawsheen. 

This, in turn, should pave the way for the town to ac- 
quire the playfields, bowling green and Cardinal 
Cushing Gymnasium, part of the total Sacred Heart 
package the Brothers of the Sacred Heart have been 
attempting to sell for over a year. 

In the process of looking toward the total develop- 
ment, we think it advisable to commend the Board of 
Appeals for its careful deliberation on a touchy matter 
— the conducting of a hearing and ultimately coming up 
with a decision on the Sacred Heart building itself. 

The zoning board of appeals is a quasi-judiciary body 
of the town, with responsibility of upholding the zoning 
ordinances, and protection of the town. 

Crowninshield Corp., which had announced its plans 
to develop the school structure into apartment units, in- 
itially was to await the action of town meeting in 
creating a new zoning classification for the project. 

But town meeting action would be time consuming to 
the developers. It would be some 120 days before the 

» could go forward with its financing plans and con- 


struction work on conversion of the building. 


Crowninshield, interested in taking advantage of a 
good money market and timely construction period, 


sought the board of appeals route and asked for the 
variance. 


While town officials would feel more secure with the 
town meeting action, there was no opposition to going 
for the variance on the part of the town. 


The board of appeals members conducted its hearing 
in February and working with town officials, legal 
authorities and the proposed developers, this week 
came up with an approval of the request, and included a 
number of conditions which appear to adequately 
safeguard the town. 


For the board members, the decision took con- 
siderable time to process, and rightly so. 

They are unpaid volunteers working in the public in- 
terest and, in this case, their decision would have con- 
siderable import on the town. 

Their task was to view the project and their ability to 
grant the requested relief, without harming the area, 
and at the same time providing impetus to a packaged 
project which appears to be most beneficial to the town. 

We would hope that the remaining portions of the 
total package can be put together quickly and that 
Crowninshield will be able to accelerate its planning 
and construction work to the point where the Shawsheen 
area will be developed and become tax-producing soon.

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WASHINGTON -- Over the 
Memorial Day weekend, more 
than 100 persons died in a ter- 
rifying Kentucky night club 
fire. Scores more were badly 
burned. The inferno shocked 
the country. 

But the most surprising thing 
about the tragedy is that it 
doesn’t happen more often. Ac- 
cording to the International 
Safety Institute, there is an 
average of 169 fires every day 
in public places. 

This includes bowling alleys, 
movie theaters, bars and night 
clubs. The experts tell us that 
entertainment centers are ripe 
for disaster. 

There are dozens of reasons 
for the danger. But according 
to investigators, the biggest 
problem is the failure of local 
officials to enforce strict fire 
codes. Investigators have found 
many instances of bribery, cor- 
ruption and ineptitude among 
the officials responsible for 
building safety.

The practice of accepting 
small five-and-ten-dollar 
payoffs to wink at violations 
results in thousands of blazes 
every year. It is a national 
problem. Little is being done to 
stamp out corruption, prevent 
fires and save lives. 

Malignant Milk: A new, na- 
tionwide study reveals that 
some 20 toxic chemcials have 
been found in mothers’ milk. 

Some of the chemicals can 
cause cancer and all are 
poisonous. Yet one in 10 women 
who were tested had large 
amounts of the dangerous 
chemicals in their milk. 

Some experts told us there is 
no cause for alarm. But other 
experts are highly alarmed. 
They say the poisons are hazar- 
dous not only to babies who 
nurse but to unborn babies 
because the chemicals in 
breast milk nourish the unborn 
fetus. 

Among the poisonous subs- 
tances found in the milk are

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LEGAL NOTICES 


The following rules and regulations were adopted at a meeting of the 
Board of Health held on May 31, 1977 under the authority of Section 
51 of Chapter 140 and Section 31 of Chapter 111 of the General Laws 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, 


RULES AND REGULATIONS GOVERNING 
THE PRACTICE OF MASSAGE AND THE 
CONDUCT OF ESTABLISHMENTS FOR THE 
GIVING OF MASSAGE, VAPOR, POOL, 
SHOWER OR OTHER BATHS IN THE TOWN 
OF ANDOVER 


1. LICENSE REQUIRED AND FEE: No person shall practice 
massage or conduct an establishment for the giving of massage or 
vapor, pool, shower, or other baths for hire or reward, or advertise 
or hold out as being engaged in the business of massage or the giving 
of said baths without receiving a license therefor from the Board of 
Health. The license fee for each establishment shall be fifty ($50.00) 
dollars annually and for each masseur or masseuse shall be five 
($5.00) dollars annually. A license issued to an establishment, 
masseur or masseuse is not transferrable. 

Application for license renewa: must be accompanied by a check 
at least thirty (30) days prior to expiration date. 

2. DEFINITIONS: For the purpose of these regulations: 

A. MASSAGE shall mean manipulation or conditioning of part or 
parts of the body by manual, mechanical, or other means as a beau- 
ty treatment, for purported health or medical treatment, or for the 
purposes of invigoration. 

B. ESTABLISHMENT FOR GIVING MASSAGE, VAPOR, POOL, 
SHOWER OR OTHER BATHS shall mean the office, place of 
business, premises where massage is practiced or where 
therapeutic or conditioning baths of water, vapor or other substance 
are given. 

C. APPROVED shall mean approved by the Board of Health in ac- 
cordance with accepted standards. 

D. APPROVED COURSE OF MASSAGE Shall mean a course on 
the art and science of Massage which included both theory and 
practice and is approved by the Board of Health in accordance with 
accepted standards. 

E. MASSEUR shall mean a male who practices massage; 
MASSEUSE shall mean a female who practices massage. 

3. EXCEPTIONS AND EXCLUSIONS: For the purpose of these 
regulations: 

A. PERSONS EXCEPTED: shall include physicians, registered 
nurses, licensed practical nurses, physical therapists, school 
athletic trainers, registered chiropractors, registered chiropodists, 
registered hairdressers, registered student hairdressers, registered 
manicurists, registered barbers, registered apprentice barbers and 
registered student barbers. A person licensed to practice massage in 
any other Town or City in the Commonwealth may, on written 
orders of a physician, attend patients specified by said physician 
and, if requested, shall submit to the Andover Board of Health 
copies of his license from another community and the physicians 
orders. 

B. OTHER PERSONS EXCEPTED: A person licensed to practice 
Massage or conduct an establishment in any other City or Town in 
the Commonwealth may, on written orders of a physician, attend 
patients, specified by the physician. He shall, if requested, submit to 
the Board of Health copies of his license from other community and 
the physician’s orders. 

C. ESTABLISHMENT EXCEPTIONS: Hospitals, nursing and 
convalescent homes and other similar licensed institutions where 
massage and baths may be given are excluded from the definition of 
an Establishment. 

4. EXPIRATION DATE OF LICENSE: Licenses shall 
automatically expire on December 31 of each year. Applications for 
renewal must be submitted at least 30 days prior to expiration date. 

5. REQUIREMENTS FOR PERSONAL LICENSING: No person 
shall be licensed to practice massage or conduct an establishment 
for giving massage, vapor, pool, shower or other baths unless they 
(male or female) meet the following requirements: 

A. Be twenty-one (21) years of age or older. 

B. Be of good moral and ethical character. 

C. Submit to the Board of Health a completed application form 
containing all information requested by said form. 

D. Be a high school graduate. 

E. Have completed an approved course of massage or have had at 
least eight (8) years experience in an approved massage establish- 
ment or have been previously licensed to practice massage in An- 
dover. 

F. Have had a physical examination, including a serological test 
for syphilis and a Chest X-Ray within forty-five (45) days prior to 
application for licensing or relicensing. Written documentation of 
such examinations and laboratory testing and the results of same 
Shall be filed by the applicant with the Board of Health. 

6. REQUIREMENTS FOR LICENSING OF AN 
ESTABLISHMENT: 

Every establishment for the giving of massage or vapor, pool, 
shower or other baths shall meet the following standards: 

A. Every establishment must be located in an area zoned for 
business, 

B. It shall be connected to the public sewerage system. 

C. It shall be well-lighted, well-ventilated and properly heated 
when seasonally indicated. 


D. No room used by the licensee in the conduct of his business 
Shall be used as a bedroom. 

EK. There shall be an adequate supply of hot and cold running water 
within the premises at all times. 

F. There shall be approved toilet and washing facilities within the 
premises, readily available to the patrons and affording sufficient 

rivacy. 

5 G. Where patrons of both sexes are accommodated, adequate 
arrangements shall be made for separation of rooms, toilets and 
washing facilities used by each sex. 

H. All rooms of the establishment and furniture and equipment 
therein shall be kept clean at all times. 

I. The door of each room or enclosure used for massage purposes 
shall have a window large enough to permit visual observation of the 
entire room or enclosure from outside such room or enclosure. 

J. Each room or enclosure used for the giving of massage services 
Shall have at least one artificial light of not less than forty (40) 
watts. 

K. There shall be installed a heat and smoke detecting system ap- 
proved by the Chief of the Fire Department. i) 

L. There shall be adequate facilities for the cleaning and steriliz- 
ing of all equipment. 

M. All Soninatiaed for reception and treatment of patrons shall be 


‘arranged so as to afford adequate fire protection and shall have 


Satisfactory means of egress in case otf fire as approved by the 
Building Inspector and Fire Chief, 

N. All equipment, instruments, devices, robes, Sheets, blankets, 
pillow cases, wearing apparel, towels or other materials which may 


come in direct contact with the body shall be properly cleaned and 
Sterilized. 


O. No food or alcoholic 
premises. 
7. DRESS CODE: All individuals who are engaged in the practice 


of massage shall be Properly clothed within the bounds of decency 
and propriety. Abbreviated i 
ibi 


beverages shall be permitted on the 


Department shall be deemed qualified to make a judgement in 
regard to what constitutes proper clothing or attire. 

8. DIRECT APPLICATION OF INSTRUMENTS TO SKIN 
PROHIBITED: No instruments or device designed or used for 
direct application to the skin shall be applied directly to the Skin un- 
less sterilized: the part of the body being treated shall be covered 
with a clean towel, or else the instrument shall be covered in a 
similar manner. 

9. TREATMENT OF WOUNDS PROHIBITED: No sponge, stick, 
alum or other article liable to convey infection shall be used to make 
application directly to the skin of any cut or wound. 

10. TREATMENT OF PERSONS WITH SKIN DISEASE 
PROHIBITED: No person licensed shall treat any person afflicted 
with any skin eruption or other disease unless such person shall have 
furnished a written certificate from a physician to the effect that the 
eruption or disease is not of a contagious or transmissable 
character. 

11. CLEANING OF HANDS: Every person licensed to practice 
massage shall thoroughly cleanse his hands by washing with soap 
and hot water immediately before Serving a patron. 

12. WORKING HOURS: No establishment for the practice of 
Massage or baths as defined herein shall be kept open between the 
hours of 9:00 P.M. and 9:00 A.M. unless specifically authorized by 
the Board of Health in writing. 

13. DISPLAY OF LICENSE: Every licensed establishment must 
display in a conspicuous location the licenses of all the licensees 
operating in the establishment. 

14. DESIGNATION OF NAME: No licensed person shall operate 


under any name or conduct his business under any designation not 
Specified in his license, 


15. USE OF X-RAY PROHIBITED: No licensee may operate an x- 
ray, fluoroscope or similar equipment or radioactive material for 
any purpose unless already licensed by the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to practice a profession requiring the use of radiation 
equipment. No licensed establishment may contain an x-ray 
fluoroscope or similar equipment unless this equipment is operated 
only by persons properly licensed to practice a profession requiring 
the use of such equipment. 


16. RESTRICTION ON FORM OF MASSAGE OR BATH: A 
license may be limited in the form of massage or type of bath given 
at the discretion of the Board of Health. 

A. No male masseurs shall practice massage on female patrons or 
give or assist in giving any type of baths to persons of the opposite 
sex. 

B. No female masseuses shall practice massage on male patrons 
or give or assist in giving any type of baths to persons of the opposite 
sex. 

17. CHANGE OF ADDRESS: Every licensee shall notify the 
Board of Health prior to any change of address, home or business or 
name. Any new license or amendment to an existing license, re- 
quired because of the foregoing may be issued without charge at the 
discretion of the Board of Health. 

18. INSPECTIONS: Every licensee shall permit the Board of 
Health or its agents or other TOWN authorities acting in an official 
capacity to inspect his place of business and his work at any 
reasonable time. 

19. HEARINGS IN CASE OF SUSPENSION OR REVOCATION 
OF LICENSE: A person whose license has been suspended or revok- 
ed, may within ten (10) days of the suspension or revocation of his 
license request in writing a hearing upon the cause or causes of such 
Suspension or revocation. The Board of Health may set a time and 
place for said hearing. 

20. PENALTIES: Whoever violates any provision of these rules or 
regulations shall be punished by a fine of not more than one hundred 
($100.00) dollars or imprisonment for not more than six (6) months 
or both in accordance with Section 53, Chapter 140 of the General 
Laws. 

21. INVALIDATION: If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause 
or phrase of these rules and regulations shall be decided invalid for 
any reason whatsoever, such decision shall not affect the remaining 
portions of these regulations, which shall remain in full force and 
effect; and to this end the provisions of these regulations are hereby 
declared severable. 

These rules and regulations shall not apply to a person or persons 
engaged in any of the practices described above who have actively 
conducted similar practices in the Town of Andover one year prior 
to the adoption of these rules and regulations.

Servative, confining new 
lighting to areas where needed 
for public safety. Some people 
prefer no lighting at all, she 
Said, particularly those who 
moved into the more rural 
areas of town. 

‘Personally,’’ she said, “I 
would rather see.lights taken 
down,”’ 

Selectman Richard Bowen 
encouraged any neighborhoods 
or individuals not wanting a 
changeover to the mercury 
vapor lights to make their 
feelings known to the 
Selectmen or to the town 
manager’s office before the 
June 27 meeting of the board. 

Colleague Edward M. Harris 
noted that increasing illumina- 
tion by four times didn’t seem 
to be in line with a policy of 
energy conservation, but Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin 
replied that mercury vapor 
lights were more efficient, and 
that the wattage itself wouldn’t 
increase that much. 

Austin reported that 
Lawrence, North Andover and 
Methuen have already okayed 
full conversion to mercury 
vapor, and said it might take 
five years to get to it here. 

He said Mass Electric was 
anxious to get rid of the 
maintenance problem of in- 
candescents and that it would 
no longer replace incandescent 
fixtures when damaged. 

He said the town would then 
have to buy the standards for 
the lights.
